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'DEVIOUS AND EVIL' 
THIEVES ATTACKED 

Pensioner’s purse stolen as she helped Poppy Appeal 


A PENSIONER who 
was mugged in Dorch¬ 
ester has hit back at “de¬ 
vious and evil” thieves 
who snatched her purse 
as she gave money to the 
Poppy Appeal. 

Iris Gregory, 67 from 
Bridport, claims pick¬ 
pockets are deliberately 
targeting elderly people 
at charity boxes after she 
lost her purse containing 
£145 in Christmas 
money, as well as debit 
cards and irreplaceable 
personal items. 

Iris was doing her 
Christmas shopping in 
Dorchester on the morn¬ 
ing of Wednesday, No¬ 
vember 4 th . Iris, who 
stands just over five foot 
tall, had just taken her 
purse out to give some 
money to the Poppy Ap¬ 
peal and remembers 
being bumped into by a 
large woman who she be¬ 
lieves took her purse 
from her bag. 

Iris said: “I have learnt 
a very hard lesson and I 
just want to warn others. 
My family are just 
pleased that I wasn’t hurt 
in the snatch. 

“I have eight grandchil¬ 
dren and two great 
grandchildren and that 
money was for presents

for them. 

“There wasn’t just 
money in the purse, I had 
photos of my grandchil¬ 
dren in there, I had po¬ 
etry which was given to 
me by my daughter when 
I had breast cancer and 
these are things I can’t 
replace. I think these 
people are devious and 
evil and what they have 
done is despicable. 

“I just want to warn all 
ladies that are Christmas 
shopping to please keep 
your bags and purses 
with you at all times and 
have your bag zipped up. 

“Always try to carry 
lose change in your 
pocket if you think you 
may donate to charity be¬ 
cause the pickpockets are 
standing, watching, 
ready to pounce. 

“If I could meet them I 
would say they are just a 
despicable person to, at 
this time of year, even 
think of taking peoples 
money. I think it’s ab¬ 
solutely awful that they 
are targeting elderly peo¬ 
ple, it’s absolutely shock¬ 
ing that they are just 
waiting and watching at 
charity boxes. 


“It’s affected me rather 
badly, I feel so vulnera¬ 
ble when I am out now, 
I’m really frightened and 
I’m hanging on to my 
bag. I’m so nervous and 
I’m suspicious of people, 
which I never was before 
and especially in Brid¬ 
port and Dorchester. 

“I didn’t really think 
this sort of thing went on 
round here and you 
never think that it’s 
going to happen to you, 
it certainly has changed 
me and its shook me up 
a lot.” 

Media Relations Offi¬ 
cer for Dorset Police 
Stuart Cooper said: 
“Thefts from bags is not 
a common crime and this 
incident is quite unusual. 

“I would just say to 
shoppers to keep their 
purse hidden and out of 
view and preferably in a 
bag with a zip. 

“I’d also encourage 
people to be vigilant and 
aware of their surround¬ 
ings.”

SUE Thomas has travelled the country and the 
world in her career. 

Originally from Coventry, she trained as a 
teacher in Worcester before teaching in Birm¬ 
ingham and Liverpool. 

After relocating to Surrey for her husband's 
job she began work for 3M and after five years 
became a Marketing Manager. 

After leaving her job to raise her first child. 
Sue began her own business "Presentation Ex¬ 
press", providing presentation material for 
major companies and designing one of the UK's 
first e-commerce shopping malls. Her husband 
Ian soon joined her and they travelled to Amer¬ 
ica, South Africa and the Far East before selling 
the business at its peak in 2000. 

After a short return to teaching in Guildford 
Sue and her family made their dream move to 
Lyme Regis. 

Sue now runs Lyme Alpacas one of the biggest 
Alpaca farms in the country. Sue is also a pub¬ 
lished author with her first book "Alpaca Chat¬ 
ter" and next week will be hosting her first ever 
Festive Fayre offering locally made Alpaca 
products and raising money for the Weldmar 
Hospicecare Trust. 

The Fayre is being held at the farm next 
Wednesday, December 2nd from 10am to 3pm. 


■ HOW does life in Lyme compare to life in the 
city? 

Here we seem to be busy all the time but things seem to 
take much longer because we are in the farming industry. 
When we were in London we had a 24-hour turnaround 
on conference services, which often meant working 
through the night. It was very intense for a very short 
length of time but now our turnaround is a year because 
in farming you are working at producing next year’s an¬ 
imals. 

■ WHAT is the best part of rearing Alpacas? 

The best part is the birth. It’s kind of like the end of a 
years work. You have the satisfaction as a farmer of 
knowing that your husbandry has been good. It’s very 
satisfying when she gives birth to a healthy cria it’s kind 
of nature’s way of tapping you on the back and saying 
you’re doing it right. 

■ WHAT do you have planned for your first fes¬ 
tive fayre? 

For me one of the things that’s key is broadening peo¬ 
ple’s knowledge that we are here and encouraging people 
to come to the farm next year to look around. We will 
have some of last year’s babies in the courtyard and 
every product, which has been made at Lyme alpacas, 
will have been made from their fleeces. People will be 
able to see the Alpacas at close quarters and appreciate 
what they look like, how gentle they are and then be able 
to go in and pick up a pashmina from the shelf and look 



out the window to see the animal that produced it. 

■ WHO are your favourite Alpacas at the farm? 

Everyone loves Bailey. He is not the most superb Alpaca 
but everybody loves him. He is in the book and he was 
also bottle reared so he is very friendly. Alpacas when 
they go looking for milk put their tail up and when they 
begin to feed their tail goes down. Because Bailey was 
bottle reared he runs to people with his tail up and so vis¬ 
itors love that when they come to the farm. 

■ HOW does Alpaca wool compare to sheep's 
wool? 

The biggest difference is that sheep’s wool contains lano¬ 
lin which is a grease that makes sheep waterproof. Al¬ 
pacas do have an oil in their fleece but it’s very light and 
you can’t feel it. When you feel sheep’s wool on the body 
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it feels almost sticky and waxy. Because of the lack of 
lanolin Alpaca wool is hypoallergenic and it’s also much 
finer. If I was to compare it with anything it is more like 
Merino, which is the prized sheep’s breed in terms of 
wool. It’s the standard that everyone goes for. 

■ HOW do children react to your book? 

They love it. They particularly like the play on words. Its 
about a group of alpacas from the farm who feel bored 
and decide to go away but the main play on words is 
about what to pack. You have ‘ A1 pac a’ mackerel and ‘ A1 
pac a’ pencil and things like that. They like the play on 
words and tongue twister effect. I think local children in 
particularly and children who are here on holiday like 
reading about a place where they have been. 

■ ANY plans for Alpaca Chatter 2? 

No but there is a plan for a second book, which is again 
aimed at children. It’s based on a Victorian nursery 
rhyme, which my mum used to read to me called “Can 
you keep a secret” and I’ve often used it in school with 
children to make them laugh. It’s kind of a bit spooky and 
a bit dark but children seem to like it. 

■ WHERE do you see yourself in five years time? 

I remember job interviews in my twenties when people 
asked me the same question and I used to want to be a 
millionaire and be lying on the beach in a different part 
of the world. But actually I’m more than happy in Lyme. 
I’ve had my life choices and I’ve had times when I’ve 
had to make the decision where I want to be and my 
choice was to be here. When you wake up in the morning 
and go to feed the animals and you look across the sea 
onto golden cap and the sun is coming up, you are in the 
best place in the world. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a 
dinner party? 

Robert Hooke who is a sadly forgotten scientist and ar¬ 
chitect. He designed great buildings after the fire of Lon¬ 
don; he was an engineer, a pioneer of the microscope, an 
astronomer and just a genius. Frank Muir the comedian 
and the writer of the funniest autobiography I’ve ever 
read “A Kentish Lad” he’s a comedy genius. Bill Gates, 
he is so influential in how we live our lives today, a com¬ 
puter revolutionary genius.

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Conference targets cyber bullies 


A NEW form of bullying was revealed at 
a conference in Dorchester this week. 

Cyber-bullying - where children and 
teenagers use mobile phones and the in¬ 
ternet to persecute vulnerable victims - 
was the main topic at the anti-bullying 
conference at Kingston Maurward Col¬ 
lege. 

Pupils from schools across West Dorset 
were taking part in the annual conference 
for the first time. 

The event - held as part of national Anti- 
Bullying Week - is usually aimed at 
teachers. 

But this year workshops were also held 
for around 90 children and young people 
from schools across Dorset. 

It was organised by Dorset County 
Council and the Safe Schools and Com-

munities Team, a partnership between 
Dorset Police and the council. 

Yvonne Surman, Safe Schools and 
Communities team manager said: “More 
and more children and young people are 
being bullied through cyberspace. And al¬ 
though some people don’t take cyber-bul¬ 
lying seriously, the truth is, it is nasty and 
can be difficult to deal with. 

“There is no escape from cyber-bully¬ 
ing. With more and more children and 
young people using mobile phones, and 
sites like Facebook, Twitter, Bebo and 
chat rooms, bullying can take place 24 
hours a day. Other children can see the 
comments made and it can ruin lives.” 
As well as presentations from police offi¬ 


cers, pupils acted out playground scenar¬ 
ios and watched a series of short films. 
Topics included: Why do people bully, ef¬ 
fects of bullying, what to do if you, or 
someone you know, is being bullied, so¬ 
cial networking - how to be safe online 
and informing young people about the ef¬ 
fects and consequences of taking and 
sending indecent images via digital tech¬ 
nology 

Yvonne added: “Adults can give support 
and guidance, but it is young people that 
are faced with bullying on a daily basis. 

“By holding pupil workshops we can 
empower them and give children the tools 
and support they need to help themselves 
and their friends say no to bullying. 


“We hope the pupils who attended today’s 
event will go back to their schools and act 
as ambassadors against bullying and en¬ 
courage their schools to hold similar 
workshops and spread the word.” 

Dorset County Council cabinet member 
for children’s services Toni Coombs said: 
“We want children and young people to 
have the confidence to stop bullying 
whenever they see it - and we want the 
adults in their lives to support them by re¬ 
inforcing the message that all bullying is 
unacceptable. 

“Our schools work hard to stop bullying, 
but it is great that for one week we can 
focus on raising awareness and show 
teachers, pupils and parents how we must 
continue to tackle this issue together.”

Vineyard blaze 

A BLAZE at a vineyard has destroyed valuable equip¬ 
ment and a warehouse. 

At one stage firefighters from six stations, including 
a special command unit from Hamworthy fought the 
blaze, which completely destroyed the building at Tim- 
berlane Vineyard off the A35 near Winterbourne Abbas 
on Sunday night.

THE latest offering from the talented 
cast of local actors that are Dorch¬ 
ester Drama Club, was the swash¬ 
buckling adventure classic, Treasure 
Island. 

Perhaps more importantly, it was 
also the world’s amateur premiere of 
Ken Ludvig’s acclaimed adaptation 
of this much loved tale which re¬ 
cently enjoyed a successful run in the 
West End. 

Ken personally gave Dorchester 
Drama Club permission to perform 
his American Alliance award win¬ 
ning play. 


Brilliantly directed by Anne Reeve, 
the cast slipped whole-heartedly into 
their roles as sword fighting, musket 
shooting buccaneers with a lust for 
blood and and an even greater lust 
for treasure. 

They were certainly scary - and 
mostly women. No-one would want 
to encounter George Merry down a 
dark alley. This was Dee Thorne at 
her menacing best! 

The energy and enthusiasm on 
stage was contagious, with several 


actors playing more than one part. 

There was no star, merely a whole 
play full of talented, first class per¬ 
formances who clearly love what 
they are doing. 

Lee Stroud fills the stage with her 
presence in whichever role she takes 
on. As the drunkenly terrifying Billy 
Bones, her powerful voice had even 
the bravest amongst us quivering in 
our boots. 

Reappearing later as Captain Smol¬ 
lett, she was equally imposing. There 
was a brief but nonetheless magnifi¬ 
cent portrayal of Captain Flint, before 
actor Nick Heape moved on to play 
Dr Livesy. 

The story of Treasure Island was re¬ 
counted in part drama and part narra¬ 
tive. 

The young Jim Hawkins, upon 
whose shoulders the narrative fell, 
was superbly handled by Lorna 
Moss. She kept the story following 
wonderfully - and did an amazing 
job remembering all those lines. 

The challenging role of Long John 
Silver fell on the shoulders of Trevor 
Williams. 

Complete with parrot in a cage and 
crutch under his arm, he weaved his 
way through the duplicity of the plot 
as if he spent every day of his life as 
a pirate. 

Bringing touches of humour to the 
story, and actually peeling potatoes 
on stage, he gave a simply staggering 
performance. 

Matt Dale as the hapless Ben Gunn, 
marooned on the island and wanting 
nothing more than a piece of cheese, 
was wonderful. 

Everything about Treasure Island 
was slick and professional. The at¬ 
mospheric music provided by tal¬

ented musicians Lucy Allen and 
Alex Lyons who played a whole va¬ 
riety of instruments, the sometimes 
heart-stopping bangs and flashes 
which accompanied musket fire, and 
the well managed moving of props 
from scene to scene, all resulted in a 
truly magnificent performance.

Hilary Foggo, Forum Development 
Officer commented: “People were 
particularly concerned about how 


proposals for a national care service 
would operate across urban and rural 
areas. Also, the Government had 
ruled out the option of paying for a 
reformed care service through taxa¬ 
tion and this proved to be the most 
popular of the five proposed options 
at the Listening Event.” 

Anna Biley from Dorset Commu¬ 
nity Action’s Voice project, added: 
“We welcome this opportunity for 
older people to have their say about 
this crucial issue that affects us all”. 
The event was chaired by Jackie 
Allen, Chairman of the Dorset Age 
Partnership and the Fifty Five Forum 
Dorchester and District. Also in at¬ 
tendance was Esmee Russell, Senior 
Campaigns Officer from the national 


charity Age Concern & Help the 
Aged. 

All feedback from the event is 
being forwarded to the national con¬ 
sultation team and to Dorset MPs 
Christopher Chope and Jim Knight, 
who were unable to attend the event. 
The national ‘Big Care Debate’ con¬ 
sultation is open for comments until 
November 13th.

More than 220,000 tonnes of household rubbish is pro¬ 
duced every year in Dorset - about half a tonne for every 
resident. 

Dorset County Council’s head of waste management 
Steve Burdis said: “To make a real difference, we need 
to think about what we throw away. It’s not about making 
sacrifices, it’s about education, showing how simple 
changes such as cutting food waste, cancelling junk mail 
and re-using or repairing items help improve and protect 
our environment. 

“The Love Food Hate Waste campaign provides excel¬ 
lent tips for reducing food waste and Dorset councils have 
been promoting these through a series roadshows across 
the county. ” 

Residents can support EWWR by following these sim¬ 
ple but effective tips for a low waste lifestyle: 

• Make a list and stick to it so that you only buy what 
you need. Two for one offers sound great but ask yourself 
if you really want or need more than one 


• Keep any leftover food and use it to make a meal the 
next day 

• Say no to plastic bags by using your own shopping 
bags 

• Buy refills of cleaning products and toiletries 

• Return junk mail and remove your name from junk 
mail lists - www.mpsonline.org.uk, www.thepreference- 
service.com 

• Repair and mend items rather than throwing them 
away 

• Donate furniture, computers and white goods and 
clothes to reuse projects 

• Compost your kitchen and garden waste 

• Avoid single-use disposable products e.g. nappies, 
tissues, facewipes, razors, plastic cups, kitchen towels 
and cameras 

• Choose goods with less packaging. Try buying fruit 
and vegetables loose and use the delicatessen, bakery or 
fish counters many supermarkets have. And, buy locally 
produced goods whenever possible.

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I AM flood advice for drivers 


WITH more flooding predicted, 
the 1AM (Institute of Advanced 
Motorists) has today (18 Novem¬ 
ber) issued advice to drivers. 


1AM Chief Examiner Peter 
Rodger said: "If the journey is un¬ 
avoidable, motorists should take 
extra precautions when dealing 


with severe surface conditions. 
Torrential rain brings with it visi¬ 
bility problems as the car mists up 
in seconds." 


Advice for motorists considering driving 
in flood conditions: 

• Don't go in if the water's obviously too deep or 
flowing too quickly: consider an alternative 
route. 

• If you have to drive through water try to drive in 
the highest section of the road and don’t set off 
if a vehicle is travelling in the opposite direction. 
Leave time and space for each other, so you don't 
swamp other drivers. 

• Drive only fast enough to create a small bow 
wave in front of the vehicle - driving at speed 
may be dangerous to other vehicles or 
pedestrians. 

• Keep going once you have started - make sure 
you have a clear run, put the car into first gear, 
keep the revs high and set off. Don't go in if you 
can't see a way out on the other side. 

• Do not take your foot even slightly off the 
accelerator, as this will allow water to travel up 
the exhaust pipe. 

• As you go through the water, slip the clutch if 
you can. After you come out, dry brakes gently 
before you need them - the best way is to lightly 
apply the brake as you drive along for a few 
seconds. 

• At the other side, keep moving and continue to 
rev the engine to clear any water from the 
exhaust

Unfortunately they were unable to play 
their scheduled league fixture of the previous week and were ad¬ 
vised by the powers that be, that the game should go ahead on 
the 21st. Having duly cancelled their trip, they were further ad¬ 
vised on Thursday that, owing to the lack of a qualified referee, 
a further postponement was necessary. 

I do not know all the facts appertaining to this chaotic situation 
so I cannot apportion blame. I would have loved to have been 
about when the news of the further postponement broke however. 
I would, very probably, have learnt a few new expletives. 

I decided that I would see how WEYMOUTH were faring back 
at their own ground and took myself there to watch their cup 
game against OXFORD. 

WEYMOUTH 20pts OXFORD lOpts 

WHILE Weymouth’s newly laid pitch looked to be in excellent 
condition, there was a strong wind blowing directly across it, and 
that, combined with the wet ball, threatened to make this cup en¬ 
counter a pretty average spectacle. 

As it was, although the game was laced with errors, both sides 
tried to play good rugby and, furthermore succeeded for much 
of the time. 

The early exchanges were fairly even, with both sides having 
difficulty in coping with the other’s eight man shove at the set 
scrums. Weymouth did employ the driving maul to very good ef¬ 
fect after some ten minutes and took play into their opponents’ 
twenty two before a knock on checked their progress. 

They took a lead that I thought they just about deserved after 
some fifteen minutes when Peplow, judging the strength of the 
gale well, kicked a penalty after Oxford had infringed on their 
own twenty two and in front. 

The visitors had the chance to reply almost immediately and 
they duly did so after Weymouth had infringed. 

The home side went through a bit of a “silly season” around 
the end of the first quarter when their discipline let them down. 


They conceded three penalties in a row, and were sent back ten 
yards for “rabbit” on one occasion for good measure. 

Oxford certainly gained territory during this period but could 
not take the lead. If there had not been too much difference be¬ 
tween the sides during the first quarter, the second definitely be¬ 
longed to Weymouth. 

They scored three times during the final twenty minutes of the 
half and set up what was to be a winning lead. Prop Comden 
scored the first. His side had taken up a position close to the Ox¬ 
ford line and, after a couple of thrusts, he was up to take the of¬ 
fload and proved unstoppable from eight feet. 

The touchdown was made close to the posts and Peplow duly 
added the extras to give his side a 10-3 lead. 

More was to come. The next Weymouth score came, more or 
less directly from the restart. They gathered the drop out and re¬ 
cycled. Peplow’s chip found space and was regathered at pace 
by his midfield. A couple of passes set Lewendon free and he 
showed his number to the cover and again got over by the posts 
for Peplow to again convert. 

Then, immediately before the break, Peplow kicked a penalty 
goal to give his side a 20-3 lead to take into the second half. 

Given everything, I thought that it would be beyond Oxford to 
score three times in the second half, as they certainly needed to 
do. In fact the home side began the second period as they had 
finished the first and, although they did not score, they were in 
the ascendancy until the hour mark, and went close on several 
occasions. 

At this juncture Peplow was wide with a penalty kick and this 
seemed to signal an Oxford revival. They mounted pressure and 
forced Weymouth to save and, after the home side had failed to 
clear, they sent the ball wide from possession gained at a five 
metre scrum and one of their centres touched down, although I 
felt that the try had more than a hint of “crossing” about it. The 
extras were duly added and Oxford continued to play in home 
territory. 

Weymouth eventually cleared to halfway however and, at this 
juncture the whistle for no side sounded. 

Weymouth certainly deserved to win this one, after a game 
played in difficult conditions. For much of the time they were 
the better side and scored two good tries to one by their oppo¬ 


nents. 

Oxford did come back at Weymouth in the final quarter when 
Weymouth might have lost focus a little, but their opponents’ ef¬ 
forts were always going to be “too little, too late”. 

In fact it was a good weekend for the Weymouth club all round, 
for their second side got into the later rounds of its competition 
without having to take the field when its opposite numbers from 
Minety withdrew. 

BRIDPORT 5pts DRIFTERS 27pts 

THIS game was played in horrific conditions, with a gale of wind 
blowing rain diagonally down the ground. 

The home side, with an injury list as long as an arm, played 
with the elements at their backs in the first half and found them¬ 
selves up against a side that included an very useful out half, a 
couple of forceful centres and a pack that could certainly hold 
its own. 

The game was evenly contested and the home side could only 
score once before the break. It came via an unconverted try, 
scored by winger Tom Wren. 

Bridport kicked a penalty award deep, and followed well to 
catch the visitors’ full back in possession close to the corner flag. 
They recycled and sent the ball along their back division for the 
winger to scuttle over in the other corner. 

Of course, given the strength of the wind, a five point lead was 
not going to be easy to defend and Drifters made early inroads 
into it by kicking a penalty goal. 

Drifters then took the lead some ten minutes into the half when 
an injudicious offload gave them an interception try. 

Bridport were still in with a chance at 5-8 however, but, in the 
final quarter, pressure told and the visitors crossed their line three 
times. They converted two of the tries to stretch away to a de¬ 
served win. 

The Bridport seconds game against a Crewkerne Vets side did 
not take place. 

PREVIEW 

THE Southern Counties League (South) has a bit of a NAAFI 
sandwich look about it at the moment for there are several sides 
near the top, several more at the bottom, and not a lot in between. 


DORCHESTER lie in second place and travel to take on 
FROME who are just one place behind them. I did say that their 
trip to North Dorset would be the hardest of their season, but this 
one ranks a close second. They will have to be at their very best 
but, if they can win this one, they will do both their confidence 
and their league position a world of good. 

They will know also that they have played both their major ri¬ 
vals for honours away from home and have the home encounters 
in the new year to come. This will be a close game and the prob¬ 
able outcome will go in favour of the side that holds its discipline 
best and who kicks its goals. 

In the Dorset & Wilts League Division One (South), both 
clubs, although they play away from home, have games that they 
should win. WEYMOUTH travel to WESTBURY, a side that 
they have bested quite comfortably in a cup encounter a week or 
two ago. The home side will give Weymouth a game in the pack, 
but outside it lacks pace and penetration.

"But he had been off for 20 months 
after kicking the walking machine at 
home and injured a foot, and it has 
taken an age to get him right again." 

Song Sung Blue was one of two sec¬ 
ond places at the meeting for Sher¬ 
borne-based Tizzard and his jockey 
son, Joe. 

The pair also took the runner's up 
prize in the Devon County Show Exeter 
Novices'Chase with Flight Leader. 

Elsewhere, Bob Buckler scored a sec¬ 
ond place with Dontsayathing in the 
conditional jockeys' hurdle contest. 

BUCKLER DISAPPOINTED 
BY SAWYER MISHAP 

BOB Buckler is convinced The Sawyer 
would have repeated I Hear Thunder's 
2006 success in the Grand Sefton 
Handicap Chase at Aintree on Sunday 
had jockey Will Kennedy stayed in the 
saddle. 

The 9/2 favourite was bowling along 
well just behind the leaders when he 
got in a bit too close at Valentines and 


clipped the top of the fence. Although 
the horse landed almost perfectly it 
was just enough to tip Kennedy out of 
the saddle and their race was run. 

"I'm convinced he would have won 
had Will stayed aboard. He was going 
very easily and the one thing you know 
about him is that he stays, and with all 
the others tying up he would I am sure 
have won convincingly." 

The winner pocketed almost 
£44,000. 

There was further disappointment 
for the stable after Dontsayathing 
broke down after finishing second in 
the 2 mile 1 furlong handicap hurdle at 
Exeter on Friday.

Although Sean Thornton in his first 
run over hurdles on the same card fin¬ 
ished at the back, Buckler was not dis-

Flag Flier continues to be the brides¬ 
maid after another second at Ludlow 
on Monday. The chestnut mare found 
the ground just too soft for her and al¬ 
though she ran on well she just failed 
to catch Petroglyph. 

"She wouldn't have liked the ground 
and it was more testing than she likes 
but it was a gutsy run. She kept gallop¬ 
ing to the line and was making up 
ground on the winner but really needs 
firmer ground." 

Howlin At The Moon ran too freely 
got boxed in coming into the straight 
in the bumper at Ludlow and had too 
much ground to make up and could 
only finish sixth.

O'BRIEN AXED 
AFTERTERRAS 
MAULING 

DORCHESTER Town's chairman 
Shaun Hearn took swift action fol¬ 
lowing his team's 3-0 defeat at the 
hands ofWeymouth in the FATro- 
phy last Saturday by sacking man¬ 
ager Roy O'Brien the following 
day. 

The dismissal is the result of in¬ 
different results since Hearn's 
took over the reins at the Jewson 
Stadium two months ago which 
culminated with defeat last Satur¬ 
day. 

At the time of his appointment 
Hearn said he expected the Mag¬ 
pies to be moving up the table. 
"Staying near the bottom is not 
an option and won't be accept¬ 
able so we've got to start win¬ 
ning." 


When also asked about O'Brien's 
position as manager he said: He is 
under no illusions what is ex¬ 
pected of him; he knows he is in 
a results business." 

However with seven defeats 
and only five wins since them, in¬ 
cluding a Dorset Senior Cup vic¬ 
tory against Verwood, and the 
club still struggling at the bottom 
of Blue Square South, Hearn has 
reacted by terminating O'Brien's 
contract. 

O'Brien joined the Magpies for 
the second time in July 2007 as 
player-coach before being ap¬ 
pointed player-manager in March 
of this year. 

It is understood the board met 
at the club after Saturday's match 
and that Hearn informed O'Brien 
of their decision on Sunday morn¬ 
ing. 


The board have appointed assis¬ 
tant manager Ashley Vickers as 
caretaker manager and he took 
training last night and will be in 
charge of the team for Saturday's 
visit to Woking. 

The club issued a statement say¬ 
ing that O'Brien had been re¬ 
lieved of his duties and there 
would be no further statement 
until after Monday night's board 
meeting. 

No statement had been issued 
and Mr Hearn was not available 
for comment before our paper 
went to press yesterday, but it is 
understood that several enquiries 
and cv's have been received by 
the club with regards to the va¬ 
cant manager's post from 
prospective applicants. 

It is also understood that Mr 
Hearn is due to go on holiday this 
Thursday and that therefore no 
decision on a replacement will be 
made until his return.
